Three Balkan Monarchs 
May Meet in Bucharest

ROTTERDAM, Nov. 10, (Dispatch 
to The London Daily News.)—From 
a diplomatic source at Bucharest it 
is reported that arrangements have 
been made for a meeting between the’ 
Kings of Rumania, Greece, and Bul- 
garia. 

This meeting has as its object a’ 
friendly -discussion of the Balkan 
question: It will take place at. Bu- 
charest, and the Cologne Gazette 
says it will be of the very greatest 
importance and that the presence of 
the King of Bulgaria will be a guar- 
antee that the results of the conver- 
sations will be favorable to the Cen- 
tral powers. 











LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 11.—The 
Anglo-French forces in the Balkans are 
more than holding their own against 
the repeated attacks of the Bulgarians, 
who are trying to destroy the little Ser- 
bian Army before reinforcements can 
reach it. 

Reports from Gievgeli by way of 
Greece yesterday announced that Veles, 
on the Nish-Saloniki Railroad, had been 
recaptured by the French on. Monday. 
This is denied by dispatches from Sa- 
loniki dated Tyesday evening, which 
tell how that report became circulated. 

‘\& smal French’ cavalry force,” says 
one dispatch, ‘‘ penetrated the Bulga- 
rian linés near Veles, but failed actu- 
ally to enter the town. A misunder- 
standing of the nature of a‘cavalry raid 
leds the Serbian official at Gievgeli to 
send: out .a- telegraphic -méssage that 
Veles had been occupied.’’ 

Another version comes from the Salon- 
iki correspondent of The Daily Mail, 
which says: The French cavalry force 
succeeded in firing a Bulgarian muni-

temporarily evacuated the city. 

That the recapture of the town is im- 
minent, however, is foreshadowed in 
various dispatches received yesterday 
giving a few details of the movements 
of the allied forces. A telegram from 
Saloniki to the Hestia of Athens, as for- 
warded by the Paris Havas Agency, 
confirms reports that the French troops 
are extending their front along the rail- 
road from Krivolak in the direction of 
Veles,. and adds that the position of the 
Bulgarian forces at Veles is precarious. 
British troops also are advancing on 
Veles by a route further north, threat- 
ening the flank of the Bulgarians. In 
the fight preceding the capture of Or- 
manly, the dispatch says, 
rians suffered heavy tosses, leaving 
1,000 men dead or wounded on the field. 

Serbians operating in the defiles of 
Kutchanik against the Bulgars advanc- 
ing from Uskub to Prisrend report an 
important success, according to advices 
from Saloniki, says an Athens dispatch 
to the Exchange Teiegraph Company. 

The Milan Secolo’s correspondent, who 
has returned to Saloniki from Monastir, 
is quoted in a dispatch as saying the 
situation there is regarded as most crit- 
ical. Already several bands of irregu- 
lars have penetrated the city, and ex-

TORNADO KILLS 60 
IN THREE STATES 


Towns Wrecked in Kansas, Ne- 
braska and South Dakota—10 
Dead at Great Bend, Kan. 








CUT. SWATH 16 MILES WIDE 


Fire Breaks Out in Debris, but Is 
Quenched by Rain—Wires Down 
and Details Meagre. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 10.—A tor- 
nado swept over parts of Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and South Dakota tonight, 
wrecking many buildings and killing a 
number of persons. The extent of the 
damage and loss of life could not be 
ascertained definitely tonight, because 
the storm tore down wires and shut off 
communication for several hours. Esti- 
mates of the dead run as high as fifty 
or sixty. 

‘Greant -Bend, Kansas, reported the 
worst damage in early dispatches. Only 
a few words came direct from Great 
Bend and these over the telephone 
wires, which were snapped before de- 
tails could be learned. One of these 
reports reached Wichita, saying that 
Six bodies of victims of the storm had 
been found. An early report said that 
fifty were dead at Great Bend, but 
later information indicated that the 
death list would not be. higher than 10. 

No. reports were received from. the 

rural regions and only a few from 
small towns in .the path of the wind- 
storm. A méssage to the Missouri. Pa-| 
cific Railroad said that the tornado 
swept a path sixteen miles wide at 
some places. . 
: Among the towns in which buildings 
were reported destroyed were Claflin, 
Kan.; Hoisington,.Kan.; Larned, Kan., 
and Hartford, 8S. D. 

One brief report from Great Bend said 
that half of the houses in the city were 
demolished and that the Santa Fe Rail- 
road Station was razed. Three large 
flouring mills and a number. of grain 
elévators were in the path of the torna- 
do, but their fate was not reported. Just 
how the 5,000 residents of Great Bend 
took care of themselves, with half of 
their homes wrecked, could not be 
learned. - 

It was reported that fires broke out 
in the débris of crushed houses at Great 
Bend, but that a heavy rain quenched 
the flames. before they spread to any 
extent. At Pratt, Kas., south of Great 
Bend, more than four inches of rain 
fell. 

An Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé train 
due at Great Bend about the time the 
storm broke could not be heard from 
for several hours, and fear was enter- 
tained for the train and its passengers. 


#500,000 Damage in Great Bend. 
GREAT BEND, Kan., Nov. 10.—The 
property loss from the tornado is esti- 
mated at a half million dollars. - The 
city water plant, three flouring mills, 
the Santa Fé station, and fifty resi- 


dencegs were demolished. A Santa Fé 
passenger train narrowly escaped the 
path of the storm, which swept through 
the southern. part of the city. 

Several thousand sheep were killed, 
the animals being hurled into the air 
as the tornado struck them. The city 
tonight is: in total darkness and without 
water supply.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—An official 
dispatch from Thomas Nelson Page, they 
American Ambassador at Rome, indicat- 
ing that twenty-seven or more Americans 
lost their lives in the destruction of the 
steamer Ancona in the Mediterranean, 
brings this Government face to face with 
what may prove another serious crisis 
with the Teutonic powers. Unless it can 
be shown that the Ancona was trying 
to escape after having been warned, .or 


that she offered forcible resistance, the 
crisis will overshadow all other problems 
before the Government at Washington. 
Ambassador Page’s dispatch was re- 
ceived at 8 o’clock tonight. 

{The text of this dispatch is published 
in an adjoining column.) __. 

The destruction of the Ancona has 
deeply stirred official-Washington, where 
it had been hoped that the controversy 
over the submarine attacks in disregard 
of human life and international law had 

in closed when Couht von Bérnstorff, 
the German Ambassador, delivered to 
Secretary Lansing his instructions - of 
Oct. 5 from the Berlin Government dis- 
avéwing the Arabic attack, expressing 
regret, and agreeing to pay an indemnity 
for the mistake. 

It is feared here that the renewed ac- 
tivity of German and Austrian subma- 
rines, with the Mediterranean as the zone 
of their concentrated operations, may 
again arouse the American people and 
strain relations with the Teutonic pow- 
ers. - By direction of President Wilson 
the State Department is making a thor- 
ough investigation of the circumstances 
connected .with the destruction of the 
Ancona. No representations have’ been 
made to the Austrian Government yet, 
but the Ancona disaster is expected to 
lead to an early representation to the 
Government whose submarine is_ found 
to have been responsible for the at- 
tack. : 

It is the desire of the Administration 
first to ascertain the facts, and to as- 
certain particularly whether the Ancona 
was attacked without warning. Unless 
it can be shown that the vessel was chal- 
lenged by the submarine and ordered to 
halt and that this challenge was disre- 
garded, or that the Ancona was com- 
mitting some other act, such as offering 
forcible resistance, thereby losing im- 
munity from the protection to which her 
passengers and crew were entitled, the 
case will be regarded as on all fours 
with that of the Lusitania and_ the 
Arabic, and a most serious situation 
would be precipitated between this Gov- 
ernment and the dual monarchy. 

Many Details Lacking. 

A newspaper dispatch from the Stefani 
News ‘Agency of Rome is authority for 
the statement that 100 shells were fired 
into'the Ancona. before she was tor- 
pedoed.

NOW WAITS TO SEIZE HER 


As Suspected Commerce Raider 
—State Department Asks 
for an Explanation. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 10,—Great Brit- 
ain was asked- today -by the United 
Statés for information concerning the 
recent searching of the American ship 
Zealandia in the Mexican port of Prq- 
greso by a landing party from a British 
cruiser. Ambassador Page was instruct- 
ed to make the inquiry through the Lon- 
don Foreign Office. 

American Consul John W.*Germon at 
Progreso reported: that. the Zealandia 
was forcibly searched-last week by mew 
from a British cruiser now. lying out- 
side the harbor, presumably waiting to 
seize the vessel. , 

In the absence Of complete data State 
Department officiais. were hot, inclined 
o comment on the case; but ft‘was in+ 
dicated that it might develop new points 
in .the neutrality situation prompting 
Mexico ‘as well as the United States to 
protest to Great Britain. 

Accepting the Consul’s report as accu- 
rate, the official conclusion here is that 
the British naval authorities not only 
violated Mexican neutrality, but far éx- 
ceeded their rights in forcibly search- 
ing an American ship in a neutral port. 
It is admitted that such an act would 
constitute one of the most serious issues 
to arisé between the United States and 
Great Britain in the controversy now in 
the. channels of diplomacy over the Brit- 
ish Navy’s conduct teward American 
shipping. t 


German Crew and German Flag. 


The Zealandia sailed from Pensacola, 
Fla., on Oct. 7 for Tampico, and was re- 
ported to have hoisted the German flag 
at sea, though this was denied-by the 
owners. She is said to have a German 
crew aboard and a cargo of resin con- 
signed to Sweden. Reports concerning 
the cargo and the alleged purpose of the 
Captain of the Zealandia to undertake 


commerce raiding caused the British 
Admiral in charge of the patrol off the 
Atlantic cvast to dispatch a vessel to de- 
termine the merchantman’s status and 
intentions. It is reported that on/search- 
ing the Zealandia the British found no 
armament. What conclusion was 
reached concerning the cargo has. not 
been revealed, but the Consular report 
indicated that the ship would be seized 
as soon as she left Progreso. 

Since the vessel is Americanowned, 
with no change of registry involved, the 
Washington . Government. desires to 
know on what grounds search was con- 
ducted in a neutral port. In the nat- 
ural course Mexico also would enter a 
protest, but as Great Britain has not 
yet recognized the-de facto Government 
in- Mexico: the situation is somewhat 
complicated. As soon as the facts are 
established, however, the State Depart- 
ment probably will advise the. Mexican 
Government of what occurred. If. it 
should develop. that: the Mexican port 
authorities had no means of resisting 
the entry ot the British seamen the 
good offices of the United States to pre- 
vent a recurrenceof such incidents might 
be enlisted by Mexico. 

It: was. suggested in some quarters 
here today that if it was. known’ that 
the Zealandia wag .armed for raiding 
purposes her sojourn beyond the twen- 
ty-four-hour limit in a neutral port, 
especially where the authorities were 
powerless to intern her, might be 
advanced as a justification for en- 
tering. the territorial waters to seize 
the vessel.

And a Third Is Said to Have 
Been Captured and Taken 
to Port by British Warships. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—Three more Brit- 
ish. vessels and the French . steamer 
France have been sunk by German sub- 
marines, which some time last week 
passed through the Straits of Gibraltar 
and into the Mediterranean Sea. As has 
been the custom recently, the announce- 
ments today did not contain the scene 
of the sinkings, but it is almost.certain 
that most, if not all of them, occurred 
in the Mediterranean. . : 

' That Gréat. Britain has taken.steps to 
resist this new. submarine warfare is 
indicated in @ dispatch from Mofgcco 
which reports. the destruction’ of two 
German submarines by a British cruiser. 

A third: boatda said* to have been 
captured in a disabled condition, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Athens, which 
says: 

“The. newspaper Kairol says it has 
received assurance from: a_ reliable 
source that British torpedo boat de- 
stroyers captured a German submarine 
in Greek waters last week, taking the 
crew prisoners. The submarine, with 
its engine damageéc, was caught be- 
tween Crete and Cythera and towed 
into Mudros.’’ 

The British transport Mercian, of 
6,305 tons and owned In Liverpool, was 
attacked by a submarine in the Med- 
iterranean, but .escaped after twenty- 
three of her crew were killed and fifty 
others wounded by gunfire. The War 
Office made the following announcement 
tonight, telling of the attack: 

“ Phe outward bound transport Mer- 
cian was attacked by gunfire from an 
enemy subinarine in the Mediterranean. 
She reached harbor safely. with casualties 
of twenty-three killed, fairly missing, 
and fifty wounded, who were landed and 
are in a hospital.’”’ 

The British steamers destroyed were 
the Californian of 6,223 tons, the Clan 
McAlister of 4,835 tons, which was last 
reported in London on Sept. 13, and the 
Moorina of 3,159 tons. 


The Californian was a Leyland Line 
steamer, 447 feet long, 53 feet beam and 
30 feet depth, built at Dundee in 1902. 
Many months ago she was taken over by 
the British Government. ; 

The Californian figured prominently in 
the story of the Titanic disaster, having 
been ‘near’ the scene of the wreck, but 
not having gone to the rescue. . Lord 
Mersey, in resenting. the judgment of 
the British Board of Trade Court of In- 

uiry into the Titanic disaster, men- 
tioned the Californian as having seen the 
Titanic’s signals at a distance of eight 
or ten miles, and declared she could 
have réached: the sinking liner without 
serious risk and have saved many lives. 
The Californian’s master, in a subse- 
quent statement, declared that the sig- 
nals from the Titanic had not been rec- 
ognized by the officer in charge as dis- 
tress signals. 4

NAPLES, Nov, 10, (Dispatch to The 
London Daily Express.)—According to 
a@ list of passengers which I saw, the 
Ancona carried four first class, sev-

ITALIANS STORM 





Not Only Hold Col di Lana, But 
Capture Monte Seis, 7,700 
Feet High. 


ROME, Nov. 10.—The. announcement 
made by the Austrian War Office yes- 
terday that the Italians were defeated 
and driven from the summit of the Col 
di Lana after capturing it is disproved 
by an official statement issued by the 
General Staff, under: yesterday’s date, 
according to which the Italians not only 
took and held the Col di Lana but 
stormed the peak of Monte Seis to the 
north of it. The statement says: 

Continuall increasing activity of 
artillery and aeroplanes on both sides 
is reported aiong the Tréntino frontier. 

On the night of the Sth, in the wu 
per Coardevoie, the enemy tried with 
strong forces to recapture the sum- 
mit of Col di Lana. After repulsing a 
Violent attack our men assumed the 
offensive and, harrying the flying 
enemy reached and stormed. the sum- 
mit of Monte Séis, which rises 7,700 
feet to the north .of Cul di Lana.

GERMANS SANK ANCONA, 
SAYS ITALIAN NAVY MAN 


Insists Austrian U-Boats Are 
Bottled Up and That None 
of Them Carries Guns. 








**I will stake my reputation,’’ said an 
Italian naval. officer in this city yester- 
day, “that the submarine which sank 
the Ancona off the southern coast of 
Sardinia, where the passage between the 
island and Algeria is less than 200 kilo- 
meters, was a German boat flying the 
Austrian flag. If this can be proved 
there will be no further excuse for Italy 
to refrain from deciaring war on - 
many, and if American citizens ve 
been slain, it will certainly call for Gras- 
tic action on the part of the . United 
States. 

‘* According to internationval law a 
vebsel which attempts to elude the wpur- 
suer may be fired upon at the risk. of 
the commander of the warship: which 
challenged her—that is, he has to be 
morally certain_that contraband is on 
board. But the: Ancona being.on her 
western passage could have had no con- 
traband on board; the commander of 
the submarine knéw. it; hence his attack

KOVNO, Sept. 27, (by Courier to Ber- 
lin.)—You don’t need a military Bae- 
deker to learn what happened here and 
why.. The several forts of the fallen 
fortress tell their own story. The only 
fortifications -with any interest for a 
war tourist are in.the segment of the 
fortified. cirele.Jying on’ the: west bank 
of the horseshoe curve whigh the Nie- 
men makes- before Kovno—four forts 
and..four batteriés, against which the 

main. German ‘attack was directed. 
Motoring from Kovno, you cross the. 
Niemen on what at first blush looks 


like a ponteen bridge, but is not. It.is 
something apparently far more practical 
—a’ float bridge,. Eleven long beams, 


‘about’ 12 by 12 inches, are lashed and 


bolted together to make a float. Across 
thése fléats, which are anchored at in- 
tervals of ten feet, is built the board 
roadway. You now climb continuously up 
hill and finally reach a high bluff ¢ ver- 
looking the river—Battery-1. The Kaiser 
had preceded me here by a week or 80; 
that was why the fifty-odd captured 
Russian cannon weré lined up in rows 
of ten for quick imperial inspection. The 
captured guns were all.nicely smeared 
with grease to prevent rusting. One 
had a broken wheel; from several the 
breech-block seemed to be missing. 
Otherwise they looked all right. 

Here, too, for the Kaiser’s inspection, 
before the main body of big guns was 
Mined up a little squad of captured Rus- 
sian ‘ minenwerfer’’—small, squatty 
bronze mortars, of more pictorial than 
military value, my officer guide ex- 
plained. More useful, however, were 
the marshalled machine-guns which the 
Russians had left behind; particularly 
according to the 
manufacturer’s plates, were of German 
make. Battery 1 had yielded the Ger- 


mans a rich haul in booty. The damage’ 


done to this fortification, which affords 
a splendid panoramic view of the Kovno, 
but whose real mission in life was to 
dominate the Niemen crossing at this 
point was almost nil. The pockmarked 
ground indicated that only small cali- 


bre German ‘artillery had: been used’ 


against it. : 

From -Battery 1:you go to visit Fort 1. 
Here again you see more captured can- 
non, machine guns, minethrowers, Also 
four giant searchlights. Again 
that only light and middle i 
tillery was used against F' 
looks practically intact. 
men are cleaning up what rubbish there 
is; others are sorting and piling up and 
counting the booty of small stuff— 
quantities of rifle and machine gun am- 
munition, stacks of shells of various 
Calibres, rifles, sacks of flour in the 
storerooms.: Several lidless wooden 
boxes contain straw hulls that had once 
surrounded bottles, showing that the 
Russians prectoed a nice discrimina- 
tion in their destruction of war supplies. 

You move on to Battery 2, where 
there is nothing exciting, and then you 
come to the star exhibit of your German 
friends—Fort 2. This looks more like 
the real thing, for it was stormed by 
the Germans after some “ preparation” 
by 42-centimeter mortars. ere you 
can marvel at the uncanny accuracy of 
the fire from these biggest guns, and 
also get some idea of how it is done. 
The entrance of the fort is at the rear. 
From this entrance runs a tunnel not 

ten or twelve feet wide, whi 
pierces the entire fort. Smaller tun- 
nels radiate_in all directions from it, 
giving access to every part of the brick 
and cement factory-like building. The 
tunnel seems invulnerable, for the brick 
arch is protected by a thick layer of 
cement, and over all is a good-sized hill, 
a mound of earth at least fifty feet 
deep. Yet jf this narrow tunnel could 
be put out of business, if it could be 
induced to cave in at about the middle; 
the main artery of the fort would be 
cut and its usefulness largely ended. 


Germans’ Accurate Fire. 
The Germans went about this proposi- 
tion systematically, and without wast- 
ing many of the costly. 42-centimeter 


shells. Within a circle 100 yards in: 


diameter they scored five bullseyes 
with 42-centimeter shells. Standing. on 
top of the fort, on the highest point of 
the dirt mound, you saw where they had 
struck. he first went. wide Peres 
150 feet to the right, but still did a good 
deal of damage. It bagged the extreme 
right wing of the fort, and what ‘now 
looked like a stone quarry 

been a thick cement wall. The terrific 
explosion had torn the massive wall 
into huge. boulders. higher. than a.man 
and tossed them around freakishly, pil- 


ing some of them on top of each other.’ 
This one shot had torn a breech in the li 


outer defences down which a company 
might have charged, and, as I under- 
stood, one did. 

A second 42-centimeter shot did no 
material damage because it met no ma- 
terial resistance, except the soft earth 
in the moat around the fort. It simply 
made a yawning: hole some forty feet 
deep and fifty across. If there were any 
Russians in the immediate vicinity at 
the time, it seems probable that it also 
had a moral effect on them. The third 
shot showed that the 42-centimeter can- 
nonier was getting his eye in working 
order. It came straight and true 
toward the centre of the fort, on a line 
with the tunnel, but fell short and mere- 
ly took a big bite out of the cement 
glacis of the fort. Then it buried itself 
in the side of the hill, making a surpris- 
iugly small hole, this ow!Ing to the angle 
at which it struck. 

The fourth shot sped just as true in 
direction, but overshot the mark, doing, 
however, valuable damage. I[t struck to 
the right of the “ neck ”’ of the fort, as 
the Germans call the approach at the 
back, wrecked the rapid-fire guns that, 
through narrow slits in the brick wall, 
had swept the long approach to’the en- 
trance, re a twenty-foot hole in the 
brick wall, caused an ammunition cham- 
ber to blow up, and set the right wing 
of the fort on ‘ 

But the finest of them all was the 
fifth shot. The “Thick Bertha’ had 
got her distance right at last. On ‘he 
same line as the other two shots, the 
fifth shell dropped almost in the cen:re 
of the earth mound, right over the nar- 
row tunnel. was very much {ike 

a deep well. You

Tribute to Dead Foes. 


The Russians apparently made no at- 
tempt to hold the forts to the bitter 
end, With the solitary exception of Num- 
ber 2, on whose crest I had seen a 
‘“‘mass”’ grave marked by a wooden 
Russian double cross on which Germans 
had painted the inscription: 

** Here rest 10 brave Russian soldiers 
Th the * death 


ey ) heroes 
On Auguet 16.’’ th 

What happened in at least one other 
fort was interestingly told by a partici- 
pant who had stuck to his post to the 
end, and whom I met in the spacious 
Koyno eos which now comfortably 
houses 3,750 Russian prisoners of war. 
He was a Lithuanian and, § ng in- 
telligible German, said that he was a 
Sergeant of fortress ertillery in Fort 7. 

‘‘On the last day,’’ he said, ‘‘ orders 
came at 10 A, M. to hold out at all costs. 
At 1 P. M. all our officers went away in 
automobiles, giving us ng _orders to 
put the guns out of business. When the 
soldiers saw that the officers had gone 
they said, ‘Why should we stay?’ So 
they left. I stayed behind wi three 
j.ithuanian soldiers. I sent one of them 
out with a letter to the German patrols 
saying, ‘Come and get me.’ At 6 in the 
evening the Germans came.” 

In answer to my question whether 
they had put the guns out of business, 
he said they had not, because the rest 
of the garrison had gs away without 
stopping to do it, and he and the other 
three Lithuanians, who stayed behind 
had not either, because they thought the 
Germans would, be angry with them: 

After-a little original research one 
dees not quite.so much wonder. why 
Russian fortresses fall in record time 
or why Hindenburg thinks it profitable 
to accumulate these ‘‘empty shells.’

The Russians 
seem to have been working hard right 
up. to the last minute, when they were 
apparently surprised by our rapid ad- 
vance. One can see where they had be- 
gun work in many places. ovno is 
guipposed to be a modern fortress, but 
it is far from modern, according to our 
ideas. In fact, some of the forts, even 
those recently completed or modernized, 
are decidedly antique Rag 

I gathered that Hindenburg had a use- 
ful ally in the Russian side. in the old 
veteran, General Graft, pro of Rus- 
sien War Ministers and relatives of the 

zar. 

**Where had the millions of rubles 
gone that must have been set aside for 
fortifying Kovno?"* the. officer: won- 
dered. .‘‘ They certainly did not go into 
the forts. In one fort completed as re- 
cently as 1912 you can stick your cane 
into the crumbling cement.’’ 

The Major also said that the whole 
fortress zone had been: most. cleverly 
mined by the Russians. The Germans, 
however, who suspected something of 
the kind, roamed around gingerly, and 
made a systematic search for mines. 
They had luck with them in the form 
of a continued ‘downpour of rain. The 
rain caysed. little depressions in the 

dad. »-shaliow™mines had 
is atin many cases they 
rere” ~ detected’ ** The: connecting 
es 4 “eovered-with only a thin 
layer of dirt; ‘which the rain in many 
places washed away,’’ said the officer, 
**so that we were algo able to hunt 
them down by following the trail of the 
wires. or their own protection the 
Russians had marked the places where 
mines were planted and the wires with 
little red flags, which in many cases 
they had not stopped to take away when 
ney left. We have so far discovered 
ahd exploded more than 600 mines, and 
are finding more every day.”’ -

reported to me. We also found here 
about 1,000 mines all ready to plant. 


Left Long Tunnel Unharmed. 


Immediately outside the City of Kov- 
no, on the railroad to Vilna, is a tunnel 
a mlie long—1,800 meters to be exact— 
and speaking of this tuunel, Major D. 
said: 

““The best favor the Russians did us 
was not to dynamite this tunnel, which 
would have taken weeks to clear, mean- 
while rendering the railroad useless. 
We found that the Russians had had 
everything prepared for aynamiting the 
tunnel, but evidently had not had time 
to set it off.’’ 

This was not the only evidence of 
Russian methods. Prisoners said that 
while the forts were stuffed with am- 
munition, in not a few cases it was the 
wrong ammunition for the guns, and so 
not available for shooting away at the 
Germans. Major D. was not inclined to 
place too much emphasis on these re- 
ports, however, until he had had time to 
confirm them personally. 

Referring to the fact that practically 

the male inhabitants had been driven 
before them out of Kovyno by the re- 
treating Russians, the Major thought 
there was a two-fold military reason, 
partly so that the Russians would have 
plenty of workers for building their 
ield fortifications where they intended 
to make a stand, partly not to leave 
them for the Germans to employ in a 
similar capacity. * * * 

If the Russians forgot or did not haye 
time to dynamite the important railway 
tunnel, they at least made an attempt 
on the railroad bridge over the Niemen, 
but unfortunately for them, they merely 
blew up the middle span, leaving the 
masonry piers intact. It took the Ger- 
man pioneers two days to. bridge the 
gap, though they are still wor at 
it to strengthen the structure su ficlent: 
ly to bear the continued strain of the 
heavy traffic incident to a German 
army’s main line of communication. 
The Germans, however, have almost 
an American love of speed, The 
couldn’t wait two days till the railway 
bridge was temporarily repaired, but 
ferried engines and freight cars on giant 
rafts across the river, building a spur 
railway line connect up with the main 
ne. General Eichhorn’s advance was 
also considerably accelérated by a large 
number of serviceable pontoons which 
the  strongoene, 4 i arr gM and which 
now form an integr art of the pontoan 
bridge beside the railroad bridge. 

But neither this pontoon bridge nor 
the curious float bridge will stand up 
against the ice which the swift current 
of the Niemen will hurl against them 
this Winter, and so the Germans, with 
characteristic farsightedness, were al- 
ready hard at work on a beautiful per- 
manent structure. A company of pod 
oneers was at work inserting huge piles 
into the shallow river by means of 
a@ man-power piledriver. The overseer, 
a Captain of pioneers, told me his wife 
was an American. e said there was 
$50,000 worth of timber and lumber in 
the bridge he was building, 

Near this bridge, at the side of a foot 
bridge which the Ryssians had de- 
engaged in a curious sport.

Also we 
started a municipal grocery store, which 
we stocked wi goods from _§ stores 
which had been confiscated by the city 
and paid for by the Russians before we 
came. The earnings of this municipal 
grocery store aré used to pay the mu- 
nici workers.

ADMITS NEED FOR: ECONOMY 


Much .Closer Investigation of Con; 
tracts Now Than Formerly— 
War Costs $21,750,000 a Day 


LONDON, Nov.. 10.—Speaking’ in the 
House of Commons today; Premier As- 
quith announced that arrangements had 
been made for closer co-operation be-' 
tween the British and French War Of- 
fices for the better consummation of 
military projects. He prophesied a de- 
velopment. of the idea, which might 
take the form of a common war council, 
in which he hoped Russia and Italy 
would join. 

The Premier was to have asked ttie 
House today for a vote of credit of 
£400,000,000, - ($2,000,000,000,) but some 
unexpected development prevented him 
from taking this action, which was 

ostponed until tomorrow. The Premier, 

owever made his expected statement 
in regard to the financial situation, and 
imp upon the nation the necessity 
of a careful husbanding :of its: re- 
sources. . Sak 

including the new-vote of credit to: be 
asked tomorrow,. ‘the. Premier: : pointed 
‘out, -the total: amount allotted for war 
‘purposes would “be £1;662,000,000. He 
presented figures showing ‘that’ the 
Government had a sufficient sum left 
over from the previous vote to finance 
the war to the third week of November. 

The approximate daily cost ‘of the 
war between Sept. 12 and Nov. 6 was 
given by Mr. Asquith as _ £4,550,000, 
($21,750,000.) It rose to this figure from 
£2,700,000 in the earlier part of the 
financial year.

Huge Cost of Munitions. 


The main causes of increase in the 
cost of the war, Mr. Asquith continued, 
were the great expenditures for muni- 


tions and the adyances to Great 
Britain’s allies and dominions. He 
could hold out no hope that there was 
any immediate likelihood of a decrease 
in those two items. On the contrary, 
they were likely to increase. 

Mr. Asquith said there was no reason 
to believe expenditures during the next 
two months would exceed £5,000, 
daily, so that the new vote of credit 
might be expected to last to the middle 
of February. 

Returning to the question of public 
economy, the Premier said the matter 
had engaged the attention of the Gov- 
ernment and a special Cabinet com- 
mittee for several months. As a result, 
there had been much closer investiga- 
tion of army contract prices, and there 
had been a revision of the scales of 
army rations. 

Regarding contracts, said the Premier, 
arrangements had been made between 
the allied Governments to avoid ‘com 
peting against one another ejther in 
home or foreign’ markets, and thué. 
keep down prices. © Where there. had 
been reasonable ground to suspect that 
excessive profits were being. earned by 
contractors, prices had been reduced 
to a reasonable level. This was onl 
a beginning, and there was still muc 
to be done, but he hoped that these 
steps would lead to substantial economy 
without prejudicing the effective prose- 
cution of the war. 


Co-operation of Staffs. 


The War Office, Mr. Asquith .con- 
tinued, had already taken steps to 6e- 
cure a more effective and  c0o- 
ordimatéd prosecution of | the ‘war 
on the part of. the _ allied 
by strengthening the British neral 
Staff and establishing more intimate 
inter-communication—not sporadic, but 
normal and  habitual—between_ the 
military and naval advisers of all the 
allied powers., His own views had been 
much strengthened by what he had 
seen during his two ts to the front 
as to the importance of interchangi 
officers between the War Office 
the army in the field, so that all might 
experience trench fighting and all the 
novel operations this war had_intro- 
duced. Sir Archibald James Murray, 
head of the General Staff, was about to 
appoint as his assistant Brigadier Gen- 
eral L. E. Kiggell, while General F. C. 
Shaw would become Director of Home 
Defense. The Premier said he was sat- 
isfied that: the staff now at the War 
Office, which was far more numerous 
than the public was aware, was com- 

osed. of very able, distinguished of- 
icers, no fewer than twenty-six of 
whom had had actual experience in the 
present war. 

With regard to the relations between 
the British Staff and those of the al- 
lied powers, it would be,a great mis- 
take, the Premier said, to suppose that 
they had been living in wat ight com- 
partments without communicating with 
one another. There was a British mili- 
tary attaché at French headquarters 
and a distinguished French officer in 
attendance at the War Office in London, 
while arrangements had now been e@ 
for more intimate co-operation and for 
the interchange of views for common 
development of plans for all the mili- 
tary operations in the different theatres 
of war. A distinguished French staff 
officer, the Premier stated, would be in 
daily communication with the General 
Staff at the British War. Offige,. and 
Great Britain was sending to 
officers intrusted with a like ion. 

“Tt is more than possible,’’ added the 
Premier, “that this orgar tion may 
be still further developed. ~ 

“IT am betraying no secret,” continued 
the Premier, ‘“‘ when I say that the dis- 
tinguished man who now holds the post 
of Prime Minister of France is anxious 
(and I am as anxious as he is) that we 
should develop the system of informa 
occasional conferences, which have 
taken place in the last few months with 
great advantage, into some’ ing. more 
definite and better or, either 
he: nor I is without ape that before 
lang we shall haye sgme ing: in the na~ 
ture of a common war council, on whic 
shall sit Ministers of she. Crowe and 
Minister of the Republic. which will, 
with the expert advice of their united 
General Staffs, controi and direct our 
conjoint military and naval operations. 

“YT do not place any limit on the ex- 
tent to which this co-operation will be 
carried, and we shall be only too de- 
lighted if Russia and Italy join_ue for 
the purpose I have indicated. With a 
broad-based, well-conceived, and sym- 
pathetically worked system of that kind 
we have every confidence that the oper- 
ations of the war will be still more effi- 
ciently conducted and co-ordinated in 
the future than in the past ang char the 
fine spirit and resources of e Allies 
will bring the war to a triumphant con- 
clusion.”

*The Cologne Gazette, which scored a 
beat by printing a complete summary 
last night, says today, in concluding a 
long editorial discussion of the note: 

“I¢ the American Government acts 
according to the letter and-spirit of this 
note, it will earn eternal credit for free- 
ing the sea from British despotism. In 
one sense the note is a historical docu- 
ment of the first importance, as it an- 
nounces to all the worid, through the 
mouth of the mightiest neutral, whose 
feet trampled international. law, who 
destroyed the-freedom of the seas, who 
ignored the interests of neutrais and 
harmed them. 

By the truly unexpected agency, Eng- 
land’s ‘statesmen, who always preacn 
sacredness of. treatics and hypocritically 

ose ‘as the protectors of sm States, 
ove been shown in their true colors. 
This note has set on Great. Britain's 
forehead a brand which sne will never 
be able-to wash away.

“It requires no great gift of prophecy 
to say that English-American relations 
will ‘be considerably impaired, for what 
President Wilson today demands of 
England, Grey and Asquith. will not 
grant, -ag tha® would be to return to 
the practice of living up to-international 

eements, solemnly subscribed to, 
which is against the nature of the po- 
litical England of today. 

“But ‘London cannot and_ will not 
believe that he is now in bitter earnest 
with his protests, and it is necessary 
that behind his earnest words stands 
tne determination.to act. Through his 
unlimited yielding to England up to 
now, Wilson has lost too much credit. 

** Wilson’s language, however, for itself 
leaves nothing to be wished. He calls a 
spade a spade. His charges against Eng- 
land of the systematic violation of all in- 
ternational ilaws and neutral rights are 
all inclusive and ‘are logically knit to- 
gether and forcibly and unequivocally 
stated. Granting they make not the 
slightest impression on England’s atti- 
tude, they would still have the greatest 
value for us, as unassailable testimony 
before the court of the world’s history.

POOR SAYS U.S. NAVY 
NEEDS 50,000 MEN 


Commander. Urges Expansion of 
Naval Militia at Technology 
Club Luncheon. 


More than 50,000 additional men are 
needed to put the navy on a war foot- 
ing, Commander Charles Longstreet 
Poor of the First Battalion of the New 
York Naval Militia, and a@ Director of 
the Navy League, told the members of 
the Technology Club yesterday at one 
of a series of ‘‘ war luncheons”’ at 17 
Gramercy Park. 

These men, Commander Poor sald, 
must be supplied largely by:the naval 
militia and the naval reserve, which 
are the navy’s second line of defense. 
Even with every avai:able man used, 
he said, there would sti:l be a large de- 
ficiency, so that in the event of war 
many absolutely untrained men -would 
have to be put in places for which a 
very: technical course of training is nec- 
essary. The Secretary of the Navy re- 
cently announced that 18,000 men wer 
lacking, but, Commander Poor said, in 
addition to the present force they would 
hardly be sufficient to man the battle- 
ships now afloat. Secretary Daniels 
evidently had been supplied with fig- 
ures’on a peace basis, he said. -

BRYAN DIFFERS 
ABOUT EZEKIEL 


Says Wilson and Roosevelt Are 
Wrong in Their Inter- 
pretation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The prophet 
Ezekiel was brought into prominence 
again today, in connection with Presi- 
dent Wilson’s program for military pre- 
paredness. This time William J. Bryan 
referred to Ezekiel in an effort to show 
that President Wilson and .ex-President 
Roosevelt were all wrong’ in trying to 
prove that a quotafion from Ezekiel, 
which both had used in discussing na- 
tional defense meant, as they intimated, 
that there was Biblical authority for 
making preparation for war. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Bryan, Ezekiel advocated pre- 
paredness to meet an enemy about to 
make an attack, whereas Mr. Wilson 
and Colonel Roosevelt had sought to 
utilize their quotation from Ezekiel to 
support preparedness for an emergency 
that was not in sight. 

Mr. Bryan’s comment was contained in 
a statement which he gave to the news- 
papers. The statement follows: 

‘“I have read the quotation. It is not 
Surprising that Mr. Roosevelt should 
consult the Old Testament rather than 
the New, because he would ciass Christ 
with the mollycoddles. But why should 
the President, a Presbyterian Elder, 
pass over the new Gospel, in which 
love is the chief cornerstone. and build 
his defense upon a passage in the Old 
Testament, written at a time when the 
children of Israel were surrounded by 
enemies? 

* But even if the passage came from 
the New Testament it would not sup- 
port the President’s plan. The words 
quoted. by him have reference to an ac- 
tual attack. The passage says that the 
watchman must sound the ‘trumpét 
‘when he sees the sword come upon 
the iand.’ The sword has not come 
upon the land and no enemy is in sight. 

he President’ said at New York that 
we are not threatened from any quar- 
ter; that we have friendly relations 
with all nations, and that there is no 
fear’among us. 

“It‘is all right for Mr. Roosevelt to 
sound the trumpet, because all colors 
look red to him. He sees armies march- 
ing against us from every direction, but 
the President is a man of peace, and 
he is in a position to know that no one 
is threatening to attack us. It is sur- 
prising, first, that in looking. up Bible 
authority he should ignore the teach- 
ings of Christ, and, second, that he 
should select a passage that refers not 
to preparation against imaginary dang- 
ers but to immediate action to meet an 
attack actually made. What the world 
needs today a Pentecost, not an 
Armageddon.” 


THREATENS TO SUE BRYAN. 


Navy League Determined to Combat 
Charge It Is Subsidized. 


. Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The Navy 
League of the United States announced 
tonight that ‘‘ unless Mr. Bryan makes 
public denial of his statements that the 
Navy League is subsidized by war mu- 
nitions manufacturers the public will 
have the opportunity of seeing the for- 
mer Secretary of State brought into 
court to answer charges of malicious 
libel against a great patriotic society.”’ 

In a letter to the ex-Secretary of 
State, Colonel Robert M. ompson, 
President of the Navy League, declares 
that unless Mr. Bryan makes some ef- 
fort at once either to prove his charges 
against the league or to repudiate them, 
legal action will be taken against him. 

“ Mr. Bryan has twice been informed 
that his statements in regard to the 
Navy League being a subsidized organ- 
ization were false and slanderous,” said 
Mr. Thompson. ‘It is to convince the 
sincere people of the utter blatancy ana 
lack of regard for the truth of Mr. 
Bryan’s utterances that the Navy 
League intends to act. I am informed 
by counsel that we can‘bring him intu 
court on a libel charge and will surely 
be able either to secure a_ verdict 
against him or to force him to plead 
a technical defense or to ask immunity 
on the ground that he is a newspaper 
editor or a public character. Any of 
these alternatives would be a splendid 
victory for the Navy League and would 
be all we ask.’’

On the Western front, in the District 
of Shiok, our troops, which assumed 
the offensive on the left bank.of the 
River Aga in Courland, have ~consoli- 
dated themselves near Kammern, We 
have also occupied Oding (south of 

Shlok). , 

In the District of Jacobstadt and 
west of Dvinsk the fighting was less 
desperate than the day before. To 
the south, as far as the district of the 
Pripet, there is no change. 

In the district north of the village of 
Kolki [on the Styr] desperate fighting 
is proceeding. All the enemy’s at- 

at Guma Lusovskia have been 
repulsed. We broke the enemy’s line 
southeast of the village of Budki, 

[west of Czartorysk,] and during the 
pursuit of the retreating enemy our 
troops occupied this village and also 
the forests‘to the south and north. 
Toward midday we made prisoners of 
50 officers and over 2, men, of 
whom half were Germans. We also 
took about twenty machine guns. A 
large number of the enemy were 
drowned in the: River Tcherniavka, 
This success was due to the brilliant 
co-operation of our artillery. 

In the district of the River Okonka 
our troops took by assault part of the 
enemy’s trenches... Two attempted of- 
fenses by the Austrians in the district 
of Zaleszezyky fon the Dniester, in 
Southeastern Galicia] were repulsed. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10, (via London).—The 
following statement dealing with the 
fighting on the Russian front was issued 
by the War Office today: 

Army Group _of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg: West of Riga a Russian 
attack against Kammern ([twenty 
miles west of Riga] was brought to 
a standstill.

SLAUGHTER BEFORE DVINSK. 


German’s Diary Tells of a Company 
Reduced from 285 to 70, 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 10, (via London.) 
—A notebook kept by a German soldier 
who was captured by the Russians in 
the sector to the south of Dvinsk shows 
how the ranks of his company had been 
reduced in a brief period, presumably 
by the effectiveness of the Russian ar- 
tillery. According to the diary, the com- 
pany was reduced within three days 
from 285 men to 70. 

Trenches were destroyed, daily by the 
artillery fire, the diarist \records, the 
occupants often being buried so deeply 
that their bodies had to be dug: out, 
while the men along the firing line were 
frequently compelled to work the entire 
night restoring the destroyed trenches. 
His notebook had entries complaining of 


lack of adequate clothing and also an 
inefficiency in the food supply.

HYPHENATES ENTER 
AMERICAN POLITICS 


Trath Society Will Oppose’ All 
But Pro-German Candi- 
dates in 1916. 


The - injection of the hyphen in the 
Presidential and: Congressional eleetions 
next year was strongiy foreshadowed by 
developments among German sympa- 
thizers yesterday. 

‘One was the publication by Alphonse 
G. Koelble, President of the New York 
State Branch of the National German- 

erican AHiance, of an open letter to 
"resident Wilson in which he accused 
him of pro-British bias. The other was 
the disclosure of a country-wide cam- 
aign inaugurated by the American 
ruth Society, to bring about the de- 
feat of Congressional candidates who 
would not pledge themselves to the ad- 
vocacy of measures carrying out the 
pro-German brand of neutrality. 

This .resolution was adopted by the 
recently organized American Society of 
Federation’ for National Unity. at a 
meeting in the Lawyers’ Club, 115 
Broadway, yesterday: 

Resolved, that the American Society 
expressly. disavowing any political bias 
or affiliation, places itself on record as 
strongly deprecating hyphenated political 
organizations of every kind, and the. so- 
ciety will urge the adoption by all 
political parties of a policy of non- 
recognition in nominations or otherwise, 
of such un-American influences. 


The resolution was: adopted unani- 
mously, the whole Board of Directors 
voting in person or by. proxy. 

Mr. Koelble — that the pro- 
British bias wi which he taxes Presi- 
dent Wilson may be unconscious. 

‘‘Isn’t it just possible that the fact 
that. your mother, your: grandparents, 
and two members of your Cabinet were 
English-born, and your’history and writ- 
ings indicate a predilection for England, 
may have unconsciously biased your at- 
titude -more. England’s way than you 
yourself are aware of?” asks Mr. 
Koelble. 

‘* Aside from that possibility I venture’ 
to say that the record of your Admin- 
istration bears out the contention of the 
‘hyphenates’ that it hag violated the 
spirit of neutrality, at least sufficiently 
to entitle them to express such opinion 
without being subjected to public. re- 
preval and an attempt to set them 
apart from their fellows ag citizens to 
be hazed and treated as pariahs.” 

Jeremiah A. O’Leary, President of the 
American Truth Society, which has 
headquarters at 1,133 Broadway, adjoin- 
mis J the offices of The: Fatherland, sent 
a telegram to President Wilson in which 
he exultantly ascribed the defeat of 
Ellsworth J. Healy, late candidate for 
Congress from the Twenty-third Con- 
gress District, to the activities of the 
American Truth Society and the fact 
that Mr. Healy ran on a Wilson plat- 
form. Tre telegram read in part: 

“The voters of the Bronx - placing 
America first have elected William S. 
Bennet, a Republican, in an overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic district. as a protest 
against your Administration, which has 
always, placed England first. The 
American Truth Society held five big 
mass meetings, which were attended by 
over 10,000 enthusiastic people, and your 
Administration was the issue. The news- 
papers didn’t tell you about them,” but 
we feel you should know it now when 
the nation has swung back to the Re- 
publican Party for relief.’’ 

Copies of the telegram have been sent 
to Senators and Congressmen, many of 
whom will stand for re-election next 


year. 
t Dr. William R. Shepherd, Professor of 
History at’ Columbia University, who* 
freely . expresses pro-German views, 
said yesterday he was not a member of 
the American Truth Society. 

“It is to be regretted,’”’ he said, ‘‘ that 
the pro-ally sympathizers who seem to 
constitute the articulate element in this 
country just at present, through their 
senseless abuse and vituperation of 
everything .German. and of every one 
who ventures to express a-kind thought 
about Germany should have provoked 
activities such as those engaged in by 
the American Truth Society. In my 
opinion there is no more of disloyalty 
to this country in harboring or express- 
ing a preference for Germany than there 
sin expressing preference for the 
British.” ~

AS JAPANESE RULER 


Solemn and Splendid Rite in 
Kioto—~Emperor Reads 
Accession Edict. 


SUN APPEARS AFTER GLOOM 


|| This Is Regarded by the People of 


Japan as a Good Omen—Amer- 
ieans at the Ceremony. 


KIOTO,-Nov. 10.—In Kioto, the an- 
cient capital. of Japan, Yoshihito was 
consecrated Emperor today.

Shi- 

shiiden, which signities ‘‘ purple hall of 

mystery,’ faces South, and is made of 
the sacred hinoki wood, 

The high dignitaries, peers, members 
of the House of Representatives, and 
members of the Diplomatic’ Corps and 
their wives, who had attended the coro- 
nation service before the imperial sanc- 
tuary in the morning, arrived in front 
of the twa side gates of the Shishiiden, 
pnd assembled in a hall preliminary to 
entering the ceremonial pavil:on. ubr 
sequently arrived thirty officials of the

posts ay the guards of the portals, rep- 
resenting thus the guardian warriors 
ef the olden days. They wore gorgeous 
Court ropes of varied hues and ancient 
Court hats. assing through the gates 
two Coronation Commissioners, each fol- 
lowed by six juniors, took their seats 
beside the gong and drum stands in the 
spacious ecourtway upon which the 
hishiiden, with its open portals, looked 

own, This courtway was really the 
stare for the participating officials who 
were to play this historic drama of ac- 
cession. On either side of the stairs 
leading to the interior of the Shishiideh 
stood the famed cherry tree and the 
noble ofange tree. These classical trees 
were the starting point of the court- 
way detorations, which, grew into a 
splendid picture as the Various officials 
in their gowns of ancient Japan marched 
in, one by one, and took their allotted 
Stations. 


A Row of Gorgeous Banners. 


To the south of the cherry tree was a 
tall banner of scarlet brocade bear- 
ing the embroidered figure of the sun, 
while south of the orange tree was a 
banner of white brocade worked* with 
the tigure of the moon. Next to the 
sun banner was a larger banner with 
the attern of the ‘‘ Good-Omened 
Clouds of Five Colors,’’ and an em- 
bro.dered figure of the Yaragarasu, or 
the eight-headed crow, Ahich tradition- 
ally ig supposed to have guided the first 
Emperor, Jimmu Tenno, in a successfy] 
expedition against native tribesmen, Be- 
side the moon panner stood the famed 
banner of the Golden Kite, appearing 
im embroidered relief on th bankground 
of ‘‘ Good-Umened Clouds.”’ 

All these banners stood upright, plant- 
ed in square, lacquered bases or frames. 
Additional panels in varied colors were 
set in rows down the courtway. In 
front of the row of banners stood 
ancient gongs and drums, each hung on 
a stand decorated with the figure of a 
flame, which, according to Japanese 
mythology, is masculine and positive 
and impulse magnificence and grandeur. 

e officials and honorary guards,- 
whoe wore the samé ancient costumes 33 
in the forenoon ceremony, slowly took 
their places. They were follow in by 
two score of coronation officials, wear- 
ing full-cut robes of many tints, which 
offered a contrast’ of color to the bro- 
cade banners before which they sat with 
folde@ feet. Then entered two groups, 
each of ten, who proceeded to the front 
of the courtway. Thus,, beside, the 
cherry and orange trees, they were the 
guards of the grand ceremony. 

All preparatory arrangements having 
been concluded. the officials in charge 
beat the songs and drums in the court- 
yard. The high officials, civil and mili- 

ry; peers, foreign Ambassadors and 
Ministers, other dignitaries, and their 
wives, who were assembled at the wait- 
ing hall, were ushered to the high cor- 
ridor gbout the hall, the doors of which 
were all thrown open. 

When_these officials and dignitarie 
had taken their neata, there entere 
the Grand Master and Vice Grand Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies, accompanied by 
Junior Masters of Ceremonies, al! attired 
in ancient Caurt robes, Next_came the 
Chief and Vice Chief of the Coronation 
Committee and the Prime Minister and 
the Minister of the Household. Subse- 
quently there appeared -the Crown 
Prince, Princes of the rovel blood. and 
camily, who: dened on, the piationn’ tn 
amily, who e platform in 
front of the im Srlal throne. 

The Crown nee, who is only 15 
years of age, was a fascinating figure. 
Hig robe was the same as worn by an- 
cient courtiers. It was a _five-folded 

gured silk of reddish brow 
color. esign was ducks’ nests. 
The kimono showed the edges of a pair 
of wide white skirt trousers woven with 
figures of hailstones. The kimono was 
encircled with a jewel band or. belt in- 
laid with eleven pure white agates from 
Hokkaido, each agate carrying an en- 
ving of a mandarin duck. The 
rown Prince carried a smal] wooden 
sceptre, 

As the spectators entered they were 
able to see the throne of the Emperor 
standing in relief from the central part 
of the Shishiiden and facing the south— 
a dazzling :object of purple, gold and 
crimson. The throne, which is called 
‘“‘Takamikura,” expressed all that is 
beautiful in Japanese art, It was of 
wood covered with lacquer, mounted on 
a base dais twent eét by eighteen 
feet. The dais had three steps to the 
right, left, and rear, and exquisite crim- 
son-lacquered railings on all sidess The 
front side of the great base was déco- 
rated. with three | eget te representing 
the classical bird, the phoenix, and two 
animals, the dragon and the tapir. The 
surface of the Is was covered with 
green brocade. The first,and second 
steps of the dais were spreafl with 
scarlet. and the third with green bro- 
cade. Hereupon was placed the imperial 
divan, which was crowned with an 
eight-cornered dome and which was sur- 
rounded with eh purple cyrtains 
whose design was the hoJlyhock. 

The top of the dome was covered with 
black lacquer and was crowned with a 
blazing gold phoenix with outspread 
wings. The eaves all around the dome 
were decorated with silver mirrors, 
smal] and large, and at each corner 
stood a gold phoenix, smaller in shape 
than that at the pinnacle. 

The Emperor Appears. 

A great stillness followed as the last 
beat of gongs died away. Then the 
Emperor appeared from the recesses of 
the palace. He wore a regal vestment of 
dark orange-colored silk. The Japanese 
describe it as ‘‘ the yellowish red-brown 
colored august robe."" The hue is sup- 
posed to be that presented by the sun 

hen in the morn it has just risen 
above the horizon. The dregs gave an 
impression of massiveness, and its gen-

To his peoplé Yoshihito announced 
that, following the example of his im- 
perial ancestors, he hoped tq promote 
the welfare and happiness—of the na- 
tion, and that he would strive for the 
advancement of the State and at the 
same time endeavor to strengthen the 
basis of national prosperity with the 
stp rt and co-operation of his loyal 
subjects, 

When the Emperor had concluded the 
Prime.

CHICAGO, Nov, 10.—Willlam Howard 
Taft is ‘out of politics,” to employ his 
own phrase, but he favors Elihu Root 
for the Presidency. 

The former President sat in his apart- 
ment at the Blackstone today and for 
the better part of an hour discoursed 
upen national questions. 

Mr. Taft made a psychological analy- 
sis of the effect of the European war 
on the 1916 political situation. He dwelt 
with diffidence on Republican Presi- 
dential politics, but said that he was 
for Root as “‘ onb of.the greatest living 
Americans.” 

He betrayed a personal feeling in dis- 
cussing the Philippines, and his voice 
shook as he remarked that the present 
Governor-General of the islands was 
‘‘ wrecking ’’ the superstructure of gov- 
ernment that took fourteen yeats to 
build and with which the greatest part 
of Mr. Taft’s public career had been 
identified. 

Colonel Rooseyelt’s name was brought 
up once. It was at the conclusion of 
the interview. 

“During your trips have you heard 
much talk that Colonel Roosevelt might 
be a candidate?’ Mr. Taft was asked. 

The former President threw back his 
pend, while his frame shook with laugh- 
er 


“Ho, ho, ho!” he said, ‘‘I didn’t 
come out here to answer the riddles or 
the Sphinx.”’ 

In commenting on politics, Mr. Taft 
took up the election of McCall as Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. 

“That,” he said, ‘I regard as the 
most significant by-election in the his- 
tory of the old Bay State. It showed 
the Progressives united with the Re- 
publicans. 

‘If conditions remain ag they are the 
prospects are for a Republican success 
in -1916. You may think that my opinion 
is influenced by partisan bent, but I 
think it is. conservative. J have trav- 
eled over the country. Everywhere I 
have found that business- men are ex- 
precena & desire for more stability in 

usiness. Of course we have prosperity 
of a sart- here now. Men see the war- 
order business and the inordinate prof- 
its, and their inclination is to dip in 
and get out. They regard it as too 
evanescent. , 

“The 1916 results will depend largely 
upon the war situation, In my opinion, 
the European war will last at least 
eighteen months or two years longer, un- 
til the belligerents have reached the 
point. or exhaustion, and our next elec- 
tion will be held with the war stiJ] un- 
settled. The tendency during war times 
is not to change Administrations. 

“In my opinion, the tariff will be an 
issue, and so will the foreign policies in 
respect to Mexico, China, and the Phil- 
ippines. By the time the polls open, or- 

er and a semblance of government may 
have been reported in Mexico. If so, the 
Mexican policy will not be an issue. It 
,depends upon whether we have bet on 
the right man in recognizing Carranza. 

“ Candidates? Well, I am out of pol- 
{tics and, of course; am not a candidate 
myself, ahd I hesitate to express my- 
self. Some time ago I wrote a _two- 
page article at the request of an East- 
ern publication, setting forth my belief 
that HDlihu Root is the best man in the 
countey for President. J still maintain 

a 


‘*¥You ask whether the defeat of the 
New York Constitution has taken Root 
out of the running. I don’t know... I do 
not profess to know what the conven- 
tion will do. For myself I think Root is 
the best man for the Presidency. [| re- 
gard the New York Constitutional 
amendments as the great manument of 
his career. Even though they were re- 
jected, I believe at least three great 
reforms may be got through, by legis- 
lat've action, perhaps. At any rate, 
the fact that they were incorporated in 
that proposed basic lew has blazed 
the way for them in other Common- 
wealths, They are: The budget sys- 
tem, reform of judicial procedure, and 
the short ballot. 

“Three great reforms those. Now 
that the ice has been broken by New 
York, despite the rejection on the part 
of the voters, I believe other States will 
take these things up.. The movement 
for them has received momentum.”

NATIVE CHILDREN WEAKEST. 


Their Death Rate Higher Than That 
of Offspring of Foreign Parents. 


The death rate of children born in 


New York City of native American 

arents is higher than that of children 
bat here of foreign-born per nts, ac- 
cording to figures prepared by Dr. Will- 
iam H. Guiltoy, Registrar of the Health 
Department. Of the white. children of 
native parents 44 males and 33 females 
out of every 1,000 die before they are 5 
years old. Among native colored chil- 
dren the rate is considerably higher, 112 
males and 95 females dying out of every 
1,000 during the first five years. The 
children of a yee perents show a 
mortality. for the same period of 39 
males and 32 females a thousand, 

The figures, said Dr. Guilfoy, showed 
a marked improvement, over twenty-five 
vears ago, when one child out of every 
ten died before 5 years old. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the introduction 
of diphtheria antitoxin and a better 
milk supply expiained the improvement. 
Dr, Guilfoy said that the foreign-born 
mothers gave their children better care 
per because the educational campaigns 

ad begun to bear fruit, and in such 
campaigns too much was taken for 
granted in the case of the native-born 
mothers.

“With Charles S. Mellen on the stand, 
but rarely called upon to answer a ques- 


tien, -R. L. Batts, who is leading the |‘ 


prosecution in the. Federal District 
Céurt before Judge Hunt of the eleven 
ex-Directors of the New York, New Ha- 
ven & Hartford Railroad Company, con- 
tintied yesterday to go slowly through 
the history of the acquisition of the 
Sound steamboat lines by the New Ha- 
ven, . 

The Government, besides showing how 
the: New’ Haven bought up the New 
Lendon Steamboat: Company and the 
Bridgeport Steamboat. Company, and 
formed the New England Navigation 
Company to look after its steamship 
interests, got from Mr. Mellen a gen- 
eral statement as to the conditions that 
he found when he returned in 1908 to 
be President of the New Haven from 
the Northern Pacific Railway Company. 

The name of “Gov. 8.’’. occurred in 
some of the letters dealing with the 
Néw Haven’s purchase of the New Lon- 
don Company in December, 1903. ‘This, 
it appeared later, referred to Governor 
Smith of Vermont. He was a large 
holder of the preferred shares of the 
cempany, and John M. Hall, President 
of the New Haven, had to wait until the 
Governor returned home from Washing- 
ten to convince some of the other pre- 
ferred stockholders that they were 
standing out for too great a price. 

““What railroads were there in 1903 


south of the Boston & Aibany that were 
the control of the New Ha- 


“The Central Vermont and the Cen- 

New England,"’ Mr. Mellen said. 

“ What steamship lines were then un- 
der the New Haven?” 

Controlled the Sound Lines. 

‘The New Haven,’’ answered Mr. Mel- 
len, “ controlled all the so-called Sound 
lines—that is, the Bridgeport Steamboat 
Line, the New Haven Line, the New 
London Line, the Norwich and New 
York Transportation Company, the Ston- 

m Line, the Proviaence Line, tne 
New Bedford Line, and tne Fali River 
Line. In competition with it were the 
Joy Line, to Proviuence and Boston; the 
Metropolitan Line, to Boston; the Starin 
Line, and the Merchants and Miners 
Transportation Company.”’ 

For a time the New Haven carried 
under a ten-year lease the marine 
freight of the Central Vermont. from 
New London to New York. After 1908, 
the Central Vermont handled its own 
water traffic. 

.. Batts traced the formal] steps 
by which all the steamship lines owned 
or controlled by the Néw Haven were 
consolidated in 1904 as the New England 
Navigation Company. In operation, 
however, they were still distinct. 

The New Haven Directors in 1905 
knew that the Enterprise Transporta- 
tion Company had been started to ply 
between New York and Providence and 
Fall River, and there were rumors that 
Charles W. Morse, who had consoli- 
dated the steamship lines of Maine and 
Was running a New York and Boston 
freight line by the Metropolitan Steam- 
ship Company, would invade the New 
York & Boston passenger business. 

So in October, 1905, the Directors had 
laid before them a memorandum setting 
forth that the Old Colony Steamboat 
en should be taken in to the New 
England Navigation Company, and that 
the New Haven should take the chance 
afforded by the suggested advent of the 
Metropolitan in tgp 7! business be- 
tween Boston and New York to retaliate 
by establishing freight steamers. Three 
8 boats of the value of $500,000 each, 
it. was reckoned, would be needed for 
this new service. Moreover they should 
be designed for use to Providence and 
Fall River as well as to Boston. 


Acquired Another Company. 

It was decided that the New England 
Navigation Company should start freight 
and passenger steamers also to Norwalk, 
Stamford, and Port Chester. The New 
Haven decided to acquire the Hartford 


& New York Transportation Company, 
which was the only steamship line of im- 
rtance reaching the southern New 
land ints that the Navigation 
Company did not serve. 

Mr. Batts read in evidence a letter Mr. 
Melien had written on Jan. 29, 1904, to 
Timothy E. Byrnes, Second Vice Presi- 
dent of the New Haven, concerning a 
plan for the improvement of the Con- 
necticut River. his was one of the 
matters which appeared regularly in the 
River and Harbor bill in Congress and 
did not suit the book of the New Haven. 
So Mr. Mellen wrote: 

*'You understand I want you to keep 
track of this matter, and keep me ad- 
vised of the situation and do the best yen 
know how to hold it up and in such a 
way that this company may not be 
suspected of having any part in the 
transaction. You will take such interest 
in the matter from time to time as may 
comer » you. ppd bear in see Seat . am 

epending solely upon you ook. after 
our interesis. Senator Platt of Con- 
necticut will unquestionably co-operate 
with you in ony way you may desire, if 
you call pce im.’ . 

Another letter dealing with the same 
subject was identified, but counsel 
strongly objected to the introduction of 
the matter as entirely irrelevant. 

Counsel for the Government had the 
idea that this attempt to hinder the 
improvement of the Connecticut River 
was aimed in some way at the Hartford 
& New York Company, which the New 
Haven wished to capture, but Mr. Mel- 
len said the proposal was ten, fifteen, 
and maybe twenty-five years old, and 
hia opposition to it had nothing what- 
ever to do with the Hartford & New 
York Company. 


His Duty as President. 

“We had two bridges over the river,” 
he said, ‘‘and if navigation had been 
established we should have had to put 
in draws at great expense and with 
much annoyance to operation. I thought 


as President of the New Haven it was 
duty to oppose the proposal.”’

SAYS TAXING LAND © 
WON'T REDUCE RENT 


Kelsey Tells Mayor's Committee 
Landlords Are Not Getting 
Fair Returns Now. . 


PLEA FOR MANUFACTURERS 


F, L. Cranford Would Lift Burdens 
from Personal Property to 
Keep. Business: Here. 


Clarence: H, Kelsey, President of. the 
Title Guarantee & Trust Company, ap- 
peared. yesterday before the Mayor’s 
Committee on Taxation in the City Hall. 
He gave it as his opinion that to.untax 
buildings and put the tax on land would 
decrease values,, but would not decrease 
rents. Rents, he said, were far too low 
now, and the landlords were not. getting 
fair return on money invested.- 

“ Thousands will lose their profits and 
be ruined if this scheme of taxation is 
undertaken,’ he said. 

Frederick L. Cranford, contractor and 
Vice President of the Business Men’s 
Association to Untax Industry, did not 
agree with Mr. Kelsey. He read a 
statement to the committee in which he 
said: 

‘“‘An increasing tax upon land and a 
decreasing tax upon personal property 
and buildings would tend to diminish 
the fixed charges of enterprise, and 
would show appreciation by the gov- 
ernment of the city of the fact that a 
manufacturing establishment’ giving 
regular employment is a valuable as- 
set to a community. It would tend to 
stop the continued movement out of 
New York of manufacturing plants. 

“In the past the taxation policy of 
the city has been an important factor 
producing certain results, among which 
is probably one of the very greatest in- 
stances of the pratectiqn of community 
wealth in the shape of land values ever 
instanced. : 

“On Manhattan Island alone the land 
values have increased within the last 
century from $23,500,000 to over $3,uv0,- 

000. In spite of this the community 
is burdened nearly to the point of em- 
barrassment by an increasing tax rate, 
with a net debt of over $1,000,000,000. 

‘“* No message is more plainly written 
on the wall as we look at the revolu- 
tion now in progress in Europe than 
that we must promote our industrial ef- 
ficiency, because it is inefficient and 
wasteful to permit the industrial op- 

rtunities of the city to be capitalized 
nto land values for the benefit and en- 
joyment of those not engage in pro- 
duction.”’ 

Charles T. Root, a member of the 
Business Men’s Association, said that if 
a town wanted less bus.ness transacted 
within its limits it had only to lay a 
good stiff tax on business to drive away 
as much of it ag could be carried on 
where conditions were less severe. 

“If a body is continually losing 
blood,’’ ‘*it) must resort to 
transfusion of some one else’s blood. 
So, if the main part of the city’s invest- 
ment of its tax money is transmitted 
into ground rent, evidently an equal 
amount of this ground rent should go 
back into the public treasury to replace 
this investment. : 

“The present plan of this and most 
other cities contravenes good business 
methods by bleeding the Treasury to in- 
crease land prices, and then transfusing 
the blood of manufacturers, merchants, 
and laborers to make good 
Whereas taxation of commodities re- 


duces their value or the amount, land is | 


not affected either in value or in amount 
by restoring any part of the rent it 
commands to the public purse.”’

President Churchill said the Board of 
Estimate should state in writing its 
views on the subject, and show how the 
school system: could be reorganized. 

Isadore M. Levy said that there were 
many economies the board might make. 
By making the school year consist of 
210 days and increasing the day of 
service from five to six. hours a go 
deal of money. would be saved.

Board of Trade Tables a Resolution 
for Action by Neutrals. 


The New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation held its regular monthly 
meeting yesterday at 203 Broadway.

Three of the nine prisoners now held 


in the White Plains jail were. brought 


here this morning, two from~ Sing Sing 
atid one from Auburn. . The man ffoni} so 
Awiburn is Samuel Cereck, who was for- 
merly in Sing Sing. His testimony | is 
expected to relate to the extent of im- 
morality in the prison. 

The prisoners from Sing Sing’ were 
James Connolly and William B. Trefry, 
both members of the Mutual Welfare 
League. Trefry has been the switch- 
board operator and is one of the judi- 
cial officers of the league. He probably 
will be asked about the trial records of 
the league for the first seven months 
of its existence. According to Prineipal 
Keeper Dorner and Warden Osborne, 
these were thrown away. 

Joseph Rotolo and James Harvey tes- 
tified today. Both told the conditions 
under which attacks on them were 
made. Their testimony, accofding to 
report, also described conditions in the 
prison, but whether it was favorable 
to Mr. Osborne’s administration could 
not be learned.

Each high school eleven has_ its 
own schedule, approved by the high 
school athletic authorities, but 
many of the high school elevens do 
not oppose each other and the pick- 
ing of a championship team would 
udgment rather than 
one of record. The’ same principle 
is. true of the “prep” schools. 

Some of the officials of the pri- 
vate schools have laid the question 
before Herbert J. McCreary, chair- 
man of the High Schools Games 
Committee, and Mr. McCreary will in 
turn place it before his committee 
for decision. Even if the committee 
decides upon some pon for picking 
an eleven from the _ public. hig 
schools, there is no central body au- 
thorized to make a selection from the 
private school football teams. 


Boys’ High Protests a Player. 

Erasmus Hall and Boys’ High Schools of 
Brooklyn ara on the verge of severing all 
athletic relations over the case of James 
Auchterlonie, full back on the Erasmus Hall 
eleven. The two teams are scheduled to play 
in the annual game on Saturday, and even if 
it is played, the presence of Auchterlonie in 
the Erasmus line-up will result in the sever- 
ance of all relations between the two insti- 
tutions. 

Auchterlonie. entered Erasmus Hall last 
February from Boys’ High and the latter in- 
stitution protests him because they assert 
he is ineligible to play on any school ath- 
letic team. Boys’ High's protest against 
the full back is based on the fact that he 
was ineligible to enter Erasmus last Febru- 
ary, because of his failure to live up to the 
rules of the Board of Education, and that his 
failure in studies automatically barred him 
from all athletic competition. There is a 
by-law in the rules of the Board of Educa- 
tion, which states that a student who fails 
to complete two gears’ work in three years 
ghould be dismissed from school. 

Auchterlonie had failed to meet thig re- 
quirement and would have been dropped 
from Boys’ High School in a few days had 
he not taken matters in his own hands and 
applied for admission to Erasmus. Accord- 
ing to the Erasmus authorities, Auchterlonie 
presented sufficient counts to enable him to 
gain admission. 

The High Schools Games Committees has 
been investigating the Auchterlonie case for 
several weeks, but has not arrived at a 
definite decision in the matter. The com- 
mittee does not meet until next Tuesday, and 
the football struggle between the two insti- 
tutions takes place on Hawthorne Field on 
Saturday. It is to settle just such cases as 
this one that the new Interscholastic Athletic 
Association of private high schools has been 
brought up for discussion.

The ‘destruction of the Italian liner 
| Aneona in::the ‘Mediterranean by @ 
| eorpiedo launched from a submarine 
| flying the Austrian flag is now shown 
to have brought about another general 
| slaughter’ of American passengers. Of 
the twenty-eight passengers said to be 
Amerteans, Ambassador Pace reports 
all to have been lost but oné; and there 
is’ the usual sickening report of the 
killing: of women and children among 
them. ‘This news will create a feeling 
of horror in this country, which will 
not be lessened b¥ the fact that this 
time the victims Were not chiefly trav- 
élers wealthy or well-to-do, but poor 
people, the Américans among them 
being presumably in the main natural- 
ized citizens, the others largely immi- 
grants or the families of immigrants 
already. settled heré. 

Whether or not, under: the lines laid 
down by President WiItson in his notes 
sto, Germany, afly serious question can 


arise. between this countfy and Aus- 


tria, (or Germany,) it will take further 
developmerits to ascettain, Whilé the 
submarine is safd to have flown the 
AustHan flag, it has not been hitherto 
reported that Austrian submarines 
werd operating - outside the Adriatic. 
It is known from ‘day-to-day news 
‘teports an& froma statement ‘issued 
by the German Ambassador at Wash- 
ington "that. German submarines in 
considerable number have recently 
béen transferred to the Mediterranean 
| and, have. been active there. If the 
attacking submarine -.was . German, 
though. flying the Austrian flag, the 
horror and disgust excited in’ this 
country over. the profitiess massacre 
willbe increased tenfold, in view of 
the settlemnent reaclied in the Arabic 
case and of the assutance given by the 
German Ambassador that attacks upon 
ships catryiiig Aniericans would cease. 

The dispatches indidate that the 
Ancona was fired upon and that the 
fire-was kept: up for some time. That 
would indieiite’. that she was tryirg 
‘to exeape. “ From. the legal point of 
view this: would make a very material 
diffefencé. From the point of view of 
civilization it Makes no difference. In 
what Way ddé.Germany and Austria 
advance theif causé, what military 
object can they possibly gain by the 
destruction of a peaceable merchant- 
man whosé passengers were for the 
most’ part immigrants bound for this 
country? It is hard to look upon the 
act in any other light than as one of 
wanton savagery, a cofitinuation in 
the Mediterranean field of the policy 
of frightfulness and of butchery of 
innocent persons so long pursued by 
Germany’s navy in waters about the 
Btitish Islands. 

It so happens, that. Ambassador 
Pacw’s aispatch giving the hates of 
seven of the -Ameriéans- lost gives the 
name of only one man, lost with his 
whole family; the others are. women 
and children. Whether that propor- 
tion is kept up in later dispatches or 
not, the hint is ghastly. The war upon 
the kindergarten goes on relentlessly, 
whether inthe streets of London or in 
the waters of the Mediterranean. The 
only appréctable difference between 
that earHer slaughter of the innovents 
and these is that there was method in 
Herop’s; his massacre Was not. blind 
and aimless, but had ‘at least a pur- 
pose. L,

A DISTINGUISHED CITIZEN. 

General Isaac R: SHERWOOD, at 80 
a hearty veteran of the civil war, 
was first elected to Congress in 1872. 
Representative of the Toledo district 
sinee the Sixtieth Congress, he has 
been conspicuous as @ friend of pen- 
sions and Chairman of the Committee 
on Invalid Pensions. From his liberal 
views on pensions or from whatever 
cause, plans for a strong navy and 
army have long stirred his bile, There 
is nothing unexpected, then, in his 
opposition to national preparedness. 
A remark attributed to him in a 
speech before the Central Labor Union 
of Toledo is more interesting than his 
familiar personal views: 

A distinguished citizen told me that 
President Wutson. is not strongly in 
favor of this war preparedness,. but 
that. he has -indorsed. it -because -he 
believes’ the American people -want: it,’ 
If organized labor were to protest, the. 
President ‘would not - support the 
scheme. 

It is -a pardonable curiosity that 
wonders who this “ distinguished citi- 
zen” can be that reads Mr. W1Lson’s 
mind in a manner so flattering to his 
sincerity, good faith, and patriotic 
purpose. The country has not for- 
gotten the name of the distinguished 
citigen who assured the Austrian Am- 
bassador, Dr. DumBa, that Mr. WIL- 
son’s policy in regard to submarine 
attacks on unarmed ships was but 
a show and a pretense... Can the 
two distinguished citizens who thus 
agree. in judging Mr. WILSoN’s char- 
acter, one finding him hollow and 
false as to a great national policy, as 
the other found him false and hollow 
as to a great international policy, be 
one and the same?

ANOTHER AMERICAN CZAR. 

Ex-Chairman WausH of the In- 
dustrial Relations Commission that 
was has given notice that his own 
private commission hopes ‘so to rev- 
“olutionize industry that. business 
“will be controlled in time entirely 
“by working people.” In eternity, of 
course, affairs will be under other 
control. And even in time there is 
doubt about the fulfillment of the 
program. The abolition of the Su- 
preme Court with its perhicious ac- 
tivity is the natural first step.

GREECE DECLARES HERSELF. 

The emphatic character of Premier 
SKOULOUDIS’s assurance - of. henevolent 
neuttality toward the Allies is not the 
most ' remarkable - thing about 
though its vigor is unusual. It de- 
clares that Greece knows where her 
“real interests” are, and then goes 
on to use language which officially 
acknowledges that she ites ufder the 
protection of the Allies. The Gov- 
ernment, says its head, is teo con- 
scious “ of what it owes to the Powers 
“which are protecting Greece to 
“swerve from this line of conduct.” 
Such langtage from a sovereign 
nation, a real Power though a small 
one, is not often used. It is no less 
than an acknowledgment of depend- 
ence on the Allies for national exist- 
ence; and the whole note conveys the 
intimation that Greece will aid them 
in evety way short of engaging in 
military operations, which the present 
situation in the Balkans makes too 
perilous for her.

called to the colors. An unrepresenta- 
tive Ministry ruled by a King of the 
minority and flatly disregarding the 
wishes of the nation is in none too 
happy a situation at best. It prob- 
ably had to make its assurance 
doubly strong for effect on a stspi- 
cious and growling nation at home, as 
well as on its suspicious and menac.« 
ing “ protectors” abroad. Whichever 
motive preponhderated, the assurance 
settles one thing: Greece will give no 
aid or comfort to Germany, whoever 
may be Premier or whatever may be 
the yearnings of the minority King.

Is It Used as an Instrument to Pre- 
vent American Preparedness? 


To the Hdtior of The New York Times: 

In Tow Trmups of Nov, 2 you published a 
news item headed ‘‘ Assails Colonel Thomp- 
son,’ giving the substance. of an article

It is worthy of note that the first sub- 
scription to the work of the Navy League 
Was made by a leading and patriotic Ameri- 
can of German descent, Although this man 
is quite as prominent as any of the men 
named, the Vorwaerts carefully omits his 
name. Why? 

From my gcquaintatite with many Ameéri- 
cans of German descent I believe that, as a 
class, they are as patriotic and as ‘true to 
our. ideale of liberty as ahy citizens of 
Amefican origin, Why, then; dd these Ger- 
man papers také the stand they do? Who is 
“backing the movement to send out as news a 
rehash of these articles? Is there some sin- 
“eter influetité behind them? Do they repre- 
‘pent, not the views or ‘wishes of Germans re- 
‘giding in America, but of.some one residing 
somewhere élse who has an interest in pre- 
‘venting America’s preparation?

Thirty-eight Working Girls Visited 
Last Night by Former Board- 
ers In Final Leave Taking. 


After many false alarms, the Arbuckle 
Deep Sea Hotel for Working Girls, oth- 
erwise the square-rigged ship Jacob A. 
Stamler, closes today, but a new and 
inexpensive home has been found for 
every girl: living there. Although none 
of, those connected with the hotel would 
verify the report, it was understood last 
night that the ship had been closed for 
hotel purposes by order of the Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau, roused by the fire in 
Williamsburg last Saturday. 

The rae 7 of the Stamler as a hotel 
beeen 1908, before which she had 

an immigrant ship in the Havre 
re "hen a China freighter, and, fi- 
nally, a pleasure boat in which John A. 
Arbuckle, the wealthy coffee man, used 
to. take working people down the Bay 
for an evening’s outing. Seven years 
ago she was moored at the foot of East 
Twenty-third Street and turned into a 
hotel for girls earning less thun $7 a 
Preeke who here received shelter, good 
food, and the social advantages that 
came from many girls living together. 

Reports that the hotel was to 
closed began two years ago and became 
acute last Summer, when it was.under- 
stood that the Arbuckle heirs, Miss 
Christina Arbuckle of Pittsburgh and 
Mrs. C. Jamieson of New York, had 
decided for reasons not stated to close 
the hotel. There began immediately a 
campaign among more ) og ayn work- 
ing ore to raise fun for the main- 
tenance of the hotel, but this had met 
with only moderate success, and i 
looked as if the hotel was going to close 
when the Arbuckle heirs stepped in and 
qunounced that they were going to 

eep it open. 

Even at that time it was understood 
that the Fire Department, regarding the 
Stamler not as a ship but as a hotel, 
had decreed that the doors must open 
outward pees of inward, and were 
also afraid of leaks. 

Last night the thirty-eight girls now 
living on the Stamier were breaking up 
housekeeping and moving to other work- 
ing girls’ hotels. It was said on_the 
boat that the Arbuckle Deep Sea Hotel 
Company, which is understood to con- 
sist of Mrs. Jamieson and Miss Arbuckle, 
had investigated all the other hotels and 
found them suitable, and ge pay the 
expenses of moving for each girl. They 
would also pay the difference, for the 
first four weeks, between the board 
which the girls have been paring on the

Eliott Sees Many Problems. 


The country,.the speaker said, was 
suffering from too many governmental 
boards and commissions. He selected 


| the Interstate. Commerce Commission

that even it had often interfered with 
business to the detriment of the coun» 
try. He predicted, however, that “ the 
highwater mark of Governmental inter- 
ference. with .business” had been 
reached and that’ the future would find 
capital freer to help develop the coun- 
try. 

Howard Blliott, President of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford: Railroad 
Company, discussed many of the prob- 
lems of railroad development, naming 
as the first the bringing about of co- 
operation among all classes of men 
working for the railroads of the United 
States. This, he said; was a difficult 
task because of the diversity of people 
in. this country. 

“‘ But," Mr. Elliott went on, ‘‘ just 
now one thing that is of vital import- 
ance is for each one of us to do his 
part In proving that there is only one 
real, loyal citizen, and he is an ‘Ameri- 
can.” Hyphens no longer can be count- 


ed. There cannot be French-Ameri- 
cans, ~ Italian-Ameori Irish-Ameri- 
cans, German-Americans, *English- Amer- 
icans, African-Americans, but only 
Americans for America. Until that 
principle is definitely settled we can- 
not do all that we should in making the 
United States the greatest nation in 
the world.’’ 


Says Capital Must Be Fatr. 

After pointing out the immigration: 
problem that may arise after the war, 
Mr. Elliott went on to discuss the han- 
dicaps under which the railroads worked 
because the Government had not as- 
sisted their development as it had that 
of manufacturing and agricultural in- 
dustries. 

And,” said Mr. Eliott, ‘“‘ another 
great question’ that commands the at- 
tention of those engaged in railway 
development work is the question of hu- 
man labor. Within the last twenty 
years organized society, through its 
forms of government, has said in no un-~ 
certain terms to organized capital, ‘ You 
must: be fair, square, and honest, and 
open in your dealings with the public.’ 
Organized capital is finding out that 
this is the true policy for success, and 
is admitting that it must submit to 
reasonable rules and regulations from 
Governmental authorities. 

** Organized Iabor, on the other hand, 
(and its members form a great force 
in the industrial life of the nation,) 
must admit that the public at large 
must be considered. Just as the peo- 
ple took notice: of the errors gf the 
capital organizations. and, when they 
believed they were wrong and ignor- 
ing the public, passed regulatory meas- 


ures for the purpose of eliminating the 
bad and rétaining the good, so, in time, 
must the country consider the problem 
of the labor organizations and correct 
any errors in policy or judgment 


Ralph Peters, President of the Long 
Island Railroad, spoke of the develop- 
ment of agriculture on Long Island as 
an aid to the railroad and what his 
company had done to benefit itself and 
the island. 


LIME AS AID TO RAILROADS. 


Professor Agee Urges Low Rate on 
Fertilizer to. Improve Farms, 


Agricultural development was the prin- 
cipal topic at yesterday’s session of the 
Railway Development Association's 
semi-annual meeting at the McAlpin. 
The speakers were Professor Alva Agee, 
Director. of the New Jersey State Agri- 
cultural College, on ‘“‘ Agri@ulture and 
the Railroads "’; J. H. Hale, the “‘ peach 
king,’’ on “ Fruit Growing,” and Rich- 
ard C. O'Keefe, General Secretary of 
the Buffalo Chamber of Commerce, on 
“ Co-operation of Railroads and Com- 
mercial Bodies.” 

Professor Agee asserted that. many 
railroads could more than double their 
market value if the farming area tri- 
butary to them could be put to its most 
profitable use. When receipts increase 
through added prosperity to a section 
of the country, he said, a larger -per- 
centage of this money can go into net 
profits. 

“If I were a railway system," he said, 


“my first concern would be to see that 


the soil be made productive through the 
skill of its owners. That is a plain busi- 
ness proposition that easily appeals to 
railroad men. When the day of neces- 
sity. comes the production of all the 
land between the Mississippi and the 
Atlantic seaboard can be increased 50 
per cent.

|For Duty Puraeeee:: the Foreign 
Market Values Govern. 


The inability of French manufac- 
turers to obtain Belgian plates for 
mirrors resulted in a controversy 
between itportérs here and’ the 
Government which came up for de- 
cision yesterday béfore General. Ap- 
Praiser Sullivan. The merchandise, 
which was from Angelo & Co., of 
Paris, consisted. of celluloid: mirrors. 
They were admittedly defective and 
this circumstance led the importers 
to make a horizontal reduction of

Cotton showed the effects of its ovér- 
sold condition yesterday ‘and advanced 
sixteen to eighteen points, with a isteady 
undertone throughout: practically the 
entire session;. There was liberal selling 
in the first hour, -based on Cordill’s 
much-heralded crop estimate, but the 
figures failed to have any lasting infli- 
lence and the maximum recovery from 
the early break was about thirty points, 
most of which was maintained .up‘to the 
close. . 

The Cordill crop estimate placed the 
yield, including : linters, at. 12,890,000 
bales. *' Fort’ a- time it was thought that 
Mr. 
carry-over from thé previous crop, or 
at least’ attempted to estimate the 
amount of cotton to be marketed during 
the season. So far as the figures on the 
actual ginning, including linters, are 
concerned,..there are few people in the 
local trade who indorse. his calculations. 

The mere fact; that the estimate, which’ 
is almost 2,000,000 bales in. excess of 
crop estimates current a month or so 
ago, failed to dep:ess. prices, indicated 
that the. market, either had discounted 
such an opinion or had placed little réli- 
ance in the figures. . . 

There was a good deal ‘of covering by 
shorts, but very little. buying for long 
account... Spinners ‘bought moderately 
to fix ‘prices. 

Reports from the soeth indicated very 
little disposition on the part of holders 
to. let go’ and most: advices from ‘spot 
markets indicated that very little cotton 
was: coming ovt in response to the low 
bids ‘from shippers and mill agents. (A 
better export demand was reported with 
Liverpool! buyers in the market. Pe 
‘turned: the corner there’ is a. disposition 
to look for gome irregularity, as thé 
market usually does more. or less back- 
ing: and filling after'a big move in one 


direction.

‘After automobile bandits had held.up 
a West Shore train at Haverstraw last 
month and a few days later stopped two 
freight trains of the Erie Railroad, 
fighting railroad detectives with pistols 
when the railroad men. surprised them 
at Glen: Rock, N..J., last Oct. 20, Cap- 
tain’ John’ Ryerson of the Erie Rail- 
road police traced the motor car the 
bandits used to a garage in Hoboken. 
From descriptions obtained .there; of the 
mén who used it,’ Ryerson was certain 
that ‘* Dutch” Sheridan, a handsome 
youth, only 20 years old, had been the 
leader: of the gang, and word went out to 
the police of al * near-by New Jersey 
towns. to’ look ‘for Sheridan. 

No policeman or detective canght sighs 
of -him, -however, -until. about 
o'clock yesterday. afternoon, ° when: a 
small. boy ran up,.to Policeman Jonn 
Moran in Jersey -City’ ahd, pointing to 
two men who were strolling, along.

The 
policeman yanked out his own weapon 
and shot back, Few persons were in 
the street,

They fired every shot in their wea 
ons before the men ran back to Palisa e 
Avenue, jumped a stone wall, 
scrambled down. the Palisades, and got 
to the West. Shore Railroad. tracks. 
Moran followed, shooting from: his pis- 
tol, which he had stopped to reload, and 
the men ran toward Hoboken. Among 
the freight cars Moran lost his quarry, 
but a boy who had seen the shooting, 
and had been too excited to be fright- 
ened, followed the men and, in Hoboken, 
encountered Sergeant Killduff and three 
policemen patrdlling the. tracks. To 
them he pointed, out Sheridan, who had 
separated from Andrews. 

Sheridan was strolling along as thou 4 
he had not engaged in a pistol fight 
shortly before, and the policemen slipped 
up’ behind him unnoticed. hey jammed 
revolvers against his head an Ody as 
they» grabbed him, and even then Sheri- 
dan tried to reach one of the two re- 
volvers which swung at his belt be- 
neath. his coat,. but the policemen grabbed 
the. weapons ‘and led Sheridan to the Cen- 
tral Avenue policé station in Jersey City.
